Obama Lauds New Orteans' Revival 


Five-year anniversary 
of Hurricane Katrina 
sees renewed recovery 

New Orleans 

Five years after Hurricane Katrina’s 
wrath. President Obama sought to 
reassure disaster-weary Gulf Coast 
residents Sunday that he would not 
abandon their cause. 

“My administration is going to 
stand with you, and fight alongside 
you, until the job is done,” Obama 
said to cheers at Xavier University, 
a historically black. Catholic uni- 
versity that was badly flooded by 
the storm. 

The president said there are still 
too many vacant lots, trailers serv- 
ing as classrooms, displaced residents 
and people out of work. But he said 
New Orleanians have showed amaz- 
ing resilience. 

“Because of you,” the president 
declared, “New Orleans is coming 
back.” 

Obama spoke five years to the 
day from when Hurricane Katrina 
roared onshore in Louisiana, tear- 
ing through levees and flooding 80 
percent of New Orleans. More than 
1,800 people along the Gulf Coast 
died, mostly in Louisiana. 

Even as the region struggled to 
put despair behind it, hardship struck 
again this year in the form of the BP

Speech Is Short on Promises 

President Obama’s speech didn’t offer any new 
plans for restoring the Gulf, bringing New Orleans’ 
fast-disappearing wetlands back to life or clean- 
ing up BP’s spilled oil. Some residents had hoped 
Obama would announce an early end to the deep- 
water drilling moratorium he enacted after the spill. 
But he made no mention of the moratorium. 


Accomplishments 

President Obama cited a list of ac- 
complishments he said his adminis- 
tration has achieved, including help- 
ing move residents out of temporary 
housing, streamlining money for 
schools and restoration projects, 
and working to rebuild the poorly 
maintained levee system that failed 
the city when Katrina struck. He 
promised that work on a fortified 
levee system would be finished by 
next year, “because we should not 
be playing Russian roulette every 
hurricane season." (AP) 


oil spill. More than 200 million gal- 
lons of oil surged into the Gulf of 
Mexico before the well was capped 
in mid-July. New Orleans’ econo- 
my, heavily dependent on tourism 
and the oil and gas industry, was set 
back anew. 

Standing in front of a large Ameri- 
can flag with students arrayed behind 
him, Obama boasted of his adminis- 
tration’s efforts to respond to the Gulf 
spill, saying one of his promises — to 
stop the leak — has been kept. 

“The second promise I made was 
that we would stick with our efforts, 
and stay on BP, until the damage to 
the Gulf and to the lives of the people 
in this region was reversed,” Obama 
said. “And this, too, is a promise we

Emergency rooms 
cite a ‘disturbing’ 
rise in youth injuries 

Chicago 

Emergency room visits for school- 
age athletes with concussions has 
skyrocketed in recent years, sug- 
gesting the intensity of kids’ sports 
has increased along with aware- 
ness of head injuries. 

The findings in a study of 
national data don’t necessari- 
ly mean that concussions are on 
the rise. However, many children 
aren’t taken for medical treatment, 
so the numbers are likely only a 


Know the Symptoms 

A concussion means the brain has 
been jostled. Symptoms aren’t al- 
ways obvious. There usually is no 
loss of consciousness. And a con- 
cussion doesn’t show up on an im- 
aging scan unless there is bruising 
or bleeding. Symptoms can include 
headache, nausea, dizziness and 
trouble concentrating, (ap) 


snapshot of a much bigger prob- 
lem, doctors say. “It definitely is a 
disturbing trend,” said lead author 
Dr. Lisa Bakhos, an ER physician 
in Neptune, N.J. 

The study examined concus- 


sions in organized youth sports 
involving ages 8 to 19. ER visits 
for 14- to 19 -year- olds more than 
tripled, from about 7,000 in 1997 
to nearly 22,000 in 2007. Among 
ages 8 to 13, visits doubled, from 
3,800 to almost 8,000. 

While awareness has increased, 
many parents, coaches and players 
still don’t understand how serious 
concussions can be, Bakhos said. 
Many often seem less concerned 
with the injury than with how soon 
kids can return to sports. 

“They want to know if they can 
play tomorrow, and you’re just like, 
‘No!’” she said. “It’s not just as sim- 
ple as get up, shake it off and you’ll

A $40 million prison sits in the 
desert north of Baghdad, empty. 
A $165 million children’s hospital 
goes unused in the south. A $100 
million waste water treatment sys- 
tem in Fallujah has cost three times 
more than projected, yet sewage 
still runs through the streets 

As the U.S. draws down in Iraq, 
it is leaving behind hundreds of 
abandoned or incomplete projects. 
More than $5 billion in American 
taxpayer funds has been wasted — 
more than 10 percent of the some 
$50 billion the U.S. has spent on 
reconstruction in Iraq, accord- 
ing to audits from a U.S. watch- 
dog agency. 

That amount is likely an under- 
estimate, based on an analysis of 
more than 300 reports by auditors 
with the special inspector gener- 
al for Iraq reconstruction. And it 
does not take into account securi- 
ty costs, which have run almost 17 


percent for some projects. 

There are success stories. Hun- 
dreds of police stations, border forts 
and government buildings have 
been built, Iraqi security forces 
have improved after years of train- 
ing, and a deep water port at the 
southern oil hub of Umm Qasr has 
been restored. 

But even completed projects for 
the most part fell far short of orig- 
inal goals, according to an Associ- 


ated Press review of hundreds of 
audits and investigations and vis- 
its to several sites. And the verdict 
is still out on whether the program 
reached its goal of generating Iraqi 
good will toward the United States 
instead of the insurgents. 

Col. Jon Christensen, who took 
over as commander of the U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers Gulf 
Region District this summer, said 
the federal agency has completed 


Shift in Focus 

The reconstruction program in 

Iraq has been troubled since its birth 
shortly after the U.S.-led invasion in 
2003. The U.S. was forced to scale 
back many projects even as they 
spiked in cost, sometimes to more 
than double or triple initial projec- 
tions. As part of the so-called surge 
strategy, the military in 2007 shift- 
ed its focus to protecting Iraqis and 
winning their trust. American sol- 
diers found themselves hiring con- 
tractors to paint schools, refurbish 
pools and oversee neighborhood wa- 
ter distribution centers, (ap) 


more than 4,800 projects and is 
rushing to finish 233 more. Some 
595 projects have been terminated, 
mostly for security reasons. 

Christensen acknowledged that 
mistakes have been made. But he 
said steps have been taken to fix 
them, and the success of the pro- 
gram will depend ultimately on the 
Iraqis. “There’s only so much we 
could do,” Christensen said. “A lot 
of it comes down to them taking

As web demand grows, the Oxford English Dictionary may phase out its print edition. 


London 

It’s been in print for over a century, 
but in the future the Oxford Eng- 
lish Dictionary — the authoritative 
guide to the English language — 
may only be available online. 

Oxford University Press, the pub- 
lisher, said Sunday that burgeoning 
demand for the dictionary’s online 
version has far outpaced demand 
for the printed versions. 

By the time the lexicographers 
behind the dictionary finish revis- 
ing and updating the latest edition 
— a gargantuan task that takes- 
years — publishers are doubtful 
there will still be a market for the 
printed form. 

The online version now gets 2 


million hits a month from subscrib- 
ers. The current printed edition — a 
hefty 20-volume, $1,165 set — has 
sold about 30,000 sets in total. 


“At present we are experiencing 
increasing demand for the online 
product,” a statement from the pub- 
lisher said. “However, a print ver- 


sion will certainly be considered if 
there is sufficient demand at the 
time of publication.” 

Nigel Portwood, chief execu- 
tive of Oxford University Press, 
told The Sunday Times he didn’t 
think the newest edition will be 
printed. “The print dictionary mar- 
ket is just disappearing.” 

It’s too early to predict whether 
digital dictionaries will complete- 
ly wipe out the printed format, and 
Portwood stressed that Oxford Uni- 
versity Press has no plans to stop 
publishing print dictionaries. 

Still, more and more people are 
taking advantage of the speed and 
ease of using the online version, 
which charges a subscription fee 
of $295 a year, sylvia hui (ap)

How Fenty Lost His Edge 

Five reasons why D.C.’s polarizing mayor is trailing badly in the latest polls 


In four years, Mayor Adrian M. Fenty 
has suffered an epic reversal of public 
opinion on his performance, The Wash- 
ington Post’s new polling numbers indi- 
cate. His comparatively underfinanced 
Democratic primary opponent, Vincent 
C. Gray, has built a commanding lead 
among both registered and likely vot- 
ers, even as they credit Fenty for ushering 
needed change. Put simply, voters appre- 
ciate what Fenty has done but would like 
to fire him anyway. How did this happen? 

Fenty lost his base. Earlier this month, Fenty per- 
formed dismally in a straw poll of Ward 4 Democrats, 
and his campaign sought to downplay the result, say- 
ing the straw poll attracted a motivated crowd of party 
regulars. But the Post’s telephone poll suggests that the 
high-turnout ward that provided Fenty with the base 
for his mayoral run has broken strongly for Gray. Fenty 
appears to have alienated the middle-class black com- 
munities stretching from Ward 4 east across Ward 5 
over to Gray’s base in Ward 7. It’s these neighborhoods 
that are proven to vote in city races, but there’s little 
evidence that Fenty’s outreach to these communities 
has gained any traction. 

Fenty betrayed bis message. The message of 
the Fenty re-election push has been in part to present a 
cosmic battle of old vs. new with Fenty fighting the old 
guard that ran the city into financial ruins in the 1990s. 
He can justifiably boast that he shrunk city spending 
after years of budgets bloated by the real-estate boom. 
But he’s undercut his claims of fiscal responsibility by 
repeatedly overspending on his summer-jobs program. 
Critics have said that Fenty isn’t so interested in evicting 
the old guard as in creating an old guard of his own, not- 
ing that Fenty’s appointments to key boards have been 
filled with lightly qualified friends. And while Fenty has 
denied any role in the award of parks contracts to close 
allies, he has made no public effort to distance himself 
from the alleged “cronies” — one of them, Sinclair Skin- 
ner, is a key campaign organizer. 

Fenty hasn’t listened. Where other metropolitan 
chief executives take care to maintain their political via- 
bility, Fenty keeps no close political counsel, putting his 
faith in his own sense of what “regular people” think. 
As the chorus decrying his arrogance and abrasive-

ness has grown louder, Fenty continued to campaign 
on the premise that his results would trump all. Only 
in early August did Fenty take tentative steps toward 
promising to change his personal style. 

Fenty misunderstood a changing city. Fen- 
ty’s campaign has been betting that as the District has 
grown richer and whiter, the electorate has followed 
suit. But the Post’s polling indicates that it may not 
have changed much. Among likely voters, 63 percent 
identified as black — slightly higher than the 60 per- 
cent identified in the Post’s 2006 pre-election poll that 
closely mirrored the primary result. He’s taken no spe- 
cial pains to appoint blacks to key posts — hiring white 
police and fire chiefs and a Korean-American schools 
chancellor. He’s fired some 2,500 city employees, a sta- 
tistic he’s touted on the campaign trail. Meanwhile, 
Fenty’s strategy of embracing the polarizing Schools 
Chancellor Michelle A. Rhee as a totem of his reform- 
ist credentials has gotten him nowhere.

Gray was in tbe right place at tbe right time. 

Poll numbers in January showing a Fenty disapproval 
rating of 53 percent among likely voters, made it clear 
that District residents were searching for an alternative. 
As a well-respected council chairman. Gray was in the 
best position to harness the discontent.

Tesla Set to Open D.C. Dealership 


City officials hope 
electric carmaker will 
spur retail downtown 

Washington 

A luxury car dealership and service 
station is on its way to downtown 
Washington, but don’t expect to 
get your oil changed there. 

Luxury electric carmaker Tesla 
Motors is nearing a deal to lease 
space for its first D.C. store on K 
Street, in what would add to the 
Washington area’s status as a test- 
ing ground for the nascent electric 
car industry. 

Founded in 2003, Palo Alto, 


Calif.-based Tesla raised more 
than $200 million at its initial 
public offering in June. Its sporty, 
battery-powered cars, of which it 
has sold about 1,200 worldwide, 
can be plugged into most electri- 
cal outlets, charged overnight and 
driven 245 miles without needing 
a recharge. 

Tesla spokesman Ricardo Reyes 
confirmed that the company is 
nearing a deal to bring a Tesla 
store to 1050 K St. NW, a down- 
town office building owned by the 
Lenkin Co. and the Tower Cos. The 
company already sells cars through 
stores in New York, Chicago, Seat- 
tle, Boulder, Colo., outside Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla., and in Menlo Park

and Santa Monica, Calif. 

He said the car a Tesla buyer 
is most likely to be replacing is “a 
hybrid or like a Porsche 911 Turbo,” 
probably because Teslas can travel 
from zero to 60 miles per hour in 
3.7 seconds. With a base price of 


$109,000, the area’s high incomes 
don’t hurt either. “You have all 
those things in D.C.,” he said. 

D.C. already has 13,900 regis- 
tered electric hybrids and had the 
fourth-highest sales nationwide for 
such vehicles in 2008, according to 
a report by Travelers and the Polk 
Center for Automotive Sales. 

City officials hope Tesla’s arrival 
on K Street will also enliven down- 
town retail. D.C. Deputy Mayor Val- 
erie Santos said in an e-mail that the 
company has “a very Park Avenue, 
high-end feel” and that its entrance 
shows that D.C. “bucks the trend 
on the decline of retail options in 
other metropolitan cities.” Jonathan

Washington 

Forecasts predict that this week’s 
temperatures in Washington will 
again reach the 90s, starting a new 
heat wave that could run at least 
through the end of the month and 
set not one — but two — records. 

Through Saturday, the average 
temperature for this month has 
been close to 80 degrees. Highs 
in the 90s through Tuesday would 
raise the average. 

It could also make 2010 the first 
year in the city’s recorded weath- 
er history to have three months 
with average temperatures of 80 
or higher. Few years have had two 
such months. 

There’s also another record 
that could fall. Preliminary figures 
from the Northeast Regional Cli- 
mate Center at Cornell University 
show 28 cities from Washington, 
D.C., to Caribou, Maine, set record 
highs for average temperature from 
March through August. 

The records are expected to 


stand with the remaining days of 
August forecast to be hot. 

Meteorologists often consid- 
er summer to run from June 1 to 
Aug. 31. By this standard, this sum- 
mer could be Washington’s hottest 


since the National Weather Service 
records began in 1871. 

Saturday fell short of start- 
ing the new spell of 90-degree 
temperatures by just one degree.
